An earthquake measuring 6.1 
on the Richter scale struck

Thursday, causing power fail-

were reported on campus. 

The quake was centered in the 
Whittier/Montebello area and 
reportedly felt as far south as 
San Diego and as far north as 
San Luis Obispo. 

“The lights went out, the

sively. It-was like being on an 
amusement park ride in the 
dark,” Judy Byrnes, a secretary

Cobb's office, said in describing 
the ninth floor of Langsdorf 
Hall. . 

All campys buildings were 
evacuated apd-closed until in- 
spection for structural damage 
was completed. Electricity was 
restored after a 25-minute black- 
out. : 

- “We did a complete inspection 
of all buildings throughout the 
campus using a combination of 
Public’ Safety and Physical 
Plant personnel and members of 
our emergency operations 
team,” said Sal Rinella, vice 
president for administration. 
“We found no damage in any of 
the buildings.” 

“It was very frightening,” said 
Bill Glover, associate vice presi- 
dent for administration. He was 
on the eighth floor of Langsdorf 
Hall, when the earthquake 
struck. Glover, who has only 


been in California for three ~ 


weeks, led a group of 12 volun- 
teers on a floor-by-floor search of 
the building to determine dam- 
ages.

University’s purpose is probed _ 
panel OKs 


by speakers at Faculty Lyceum

_ Apanel of US. scholars spoke 
about the future of the univer- 
sity Thursday as part of the Fac- 
ulty Lyceum in the University 
Center. : ; 
Each of the three speakers ad- 
dressed a different aspect of the 
‘theme, “The University in Soci- 
‘ety: Education for What?” The 
‘three aspects were consolidated 
into what they referred to as a 
§ “triangle.” 


Professor Patricia Graham of 
‘Harvard University made the ar- 


gument that the university is 
and should be a “cultural trans- 


‘mitter,” meaning that it should - ... 


‘strive to preserve the past and 


“There is great uncertainty 
about what the central purpose 
of the university is,” Graham 
said. “The uncertainty-is shared 
by much of the public and by 
many professional educators. 

“Is academic achievement the 
principal goal, or is personal de- 


velopment?” she asked. “It’s” 
there ‘basically to stimulate. 


greater thinking. We want to fos- 
ter learning and development 
that is both academic and non- 
academic.” - 

Another panelist, Professor 
Henry Giroux of Miami Univer- 
sity, said universities should 
“function in a broader political 
sense and provide students with 
knowledge, character and 
moral vision.” : 

“They would need this to exer- 


cise what might be called civic 
courage, compassion and leader- 
ship necessary to promote the 
advance of‘ democracy,” Giroux 
added. : 

The third panelist, Assembly- 
man John Vasconcellos, D-San 
Jose, said, “The true mark of the 
university is that it’s willing to 
examine itself and be as reflec- 
tive about its own internal oper- 
ations and prerogatives as is 
everybody else on the outside.” 

Graham echoed that state- 
ment, saying, “What’s most fun- 
damentally classic about US. 
universities is their willingness 
to change, the propensity for 
which has come largely from ex- 
ternal criticism from non- 
educators.” j :

Veto override, initiative are options planned for tuition bill

‘Several courses of action are being 
-considered by Assemblyman Tom 


Hayden, D-Santa Monica, after the pre- - 


‘paid tuition bill he sponsored was vet- 
-oéd by Gov. George Deukmejian. 

“Possibilities include a veto override, 

an initiative on the November 1988 bal- 

‘Jot, or reintroduction of the bill in Jan- 
uary,” said Curtis Richards, Hayden's 
aide. “We also will meet with the gov- 

~ ernor's advisers next week to attempt 
to negotiate regarding the bill.” 

._ If Deukmejian’s Tuesday veto of AB 
278 were overridden, the bill would pro- 
vide a state-managed tuition plan in 

- which parents or other interested 
groups could prepay college tuition for 
a child. The money would be invested 
in a state trust, along with pension 

funds, for a guarantee that fees would 

‘be completely covered — regardless of 
how much costs rise when the child 

goes tocollege.  . : 

'. If Hayden tries to override the veto, 
the bill will be returned to the Assem- 
bly, where a vote will be taken on 

‘whether to override the governor's 


veto. A two-thirds vote of both houses, 
required .to override the veto, would 
allow the bill to become law. 

- Richards said Hayden reacted with 
dismay “at the governor's callousness 
and indifferent treatment of the legiti- 
mate fears of thousands of California 
families.” 

“The. governor rejected “a proposal 
combining the best provisions of plans 
already at work in other states respon- 
sible enough to offer parents some 
hedge against inflation,” Hayden said. 
“Deukmejian-is the first-governor in 


the country to tell families, ‘No, the . 
.stateisn’t interested in relieving your 


fears about the affordability of college. 
I’m not going to help protect you 
against costs.” 

“The bill is a logical and comprehen- 
sive approach ... which would go a long 
way toward relieving families of the 
fear that college may be financially un- 
attainable,” he said. : 

In a statement released by his office, 


Deukmejian said he “agrees with the’ 


policy objectives of this legislation to 
encourage parents to save money to en- 
able their children to attend colleges 
and universities,” but is “concerned 


that the plan established in the bill is 
untested and could involve indetermi- 
nate state costs.” 

“There is no body of experience (re- 
garding the actual implementation of 
the prepaid tuition concept), although 
similar bills have been enacted by sev- 
eral other states,” the governor said. 
“(California’s) proposal is patterned 
after Michigan's plan, which is not in 
operation yet.” Richards, however, said 
similar proposals have become law in 
eight other states, and citizens in 


Wyoming are able to use prepaid tui- 


tion plans now. ‘ 

Deukmejian said he. believes “it is 
not the government's responsibility to 
provide a savings plan.” 

“There are numerous savings bond 
programs available to citizens,” he 
said. “State taxpayers already under- 
write a vast university system and 
financial aid program.” 

Deukmejian said if default occurred, 
the state’s genera] fund would have a 
moral obligation to pay. 

Basic costs are expected to increase 
from $702 per year (for the 1983-84 
school year) to $6,484 per year by 2005 
for the California State Yuiversity and 


from $1,387 to $7,852 for the Univer- 
sity of California, Hayden said he be- 
lieves the bill will help to alleviate an- 
xiety caused by skyrocketing college 
costs. 

If the veto is overturned,'the precise 
buy-in rate would be established by a 
board of directors, which would be com- 
prised of the state treasurer and eight 
other members chosen by the legisla- 
ture and the governor. The Assembly 
Subcommittee,on Education said the 
bill would be effective within a year, 


and that participants would pay $2,069. 
-for a 1-year-old child, while older chil- 
proportionately 


dren would require 
higher payments. 

Investors would receive a refund, 
minus administrative fees, if the child 
decided not to attend college. Students 
choosing to attend another college 
would have an amount equal to the av- 
erage weighted tuition at California's 
public colleges applied to the tuition 
charges at that university, if the veto 
is. overturned or a compromise is 
worked out.

An amended proposal to donate. 
$5,000 to the University Emergency 
Loan Fund was unanimously approved 
by the Associated Students Finance 
Committee on Thursday. 

The fund, designed to help Cal State 
Fullerton students with minor finan- 
cial problems, has $8,800 available for 
student loans. Ifthe AS board approves 
the proposed amount, which was 
amended from $4,000, the funds would 
be removed from AS reserves and be- 
come available for student use this 


proposal Tuesday. 

Allison Jones, director of Financial 
Aid, was at the meeting to answer ques- 
tions from committee members con- 
cerned with the specifics of the loan 
fund. 

“The fund is so small that we can’t 
even begin to meet the needs of the 
_students that come in here,” Jones 
said. | 

Jones said the average loan is $100 
but that, even with such small loans, 
Financial Aid cannot help all the stu- 
dents seeking temporary aid. 

“I wish some of you could sit in the 
office and deny students the emergency 
loan,” he said. Jones, who came to 
CSUF in spring 1985, said that at the 
University of Redlands, where he was 


_ director of Financial Aid for 15 years, 


the student emergency account liad 
about $50,000 available for loans. 

The $50 to $100 loans are available 
for registered CSUF students and must 
be, paid back within 30 days. No in- 
terest is charged on the loans. 

However, if a student fails to repay 
the amount. within the promised 
period, a late fee of $5 to $15 will be 
charged and the student's records may 
be held. A student may get an exten- 
sion on the due date of the loan, with- 
out retribution, if needed. 

Jones said that $34,000 was loaned 
last year from the Emergency Fund to 
students with cash-flow problems.

ing for gas leaks and chemical 
spills in McCarthy Hall, and the 
search proved negative,” Rinella 
said: “We also checked (build- 
ings) throughout the campus 
and there were no leaks.” He 
added that no extensive break- 
age was reported. 

Kelly Rader, a freshman biol- 
ogy major, was one of those on 


the -sixth-floor.-“I-went-up.and__stains_all_over the place now,” an 


- got under the teacher's desk. A 
lot of people went into the bath- 
room and crowded into door- 
ways,” she said. 

“The extent of campus dam- 
age was library books which fell 
off shelves,” Rinella said. He 
said there were unconfirmed‘re- 
porta of small cracks and plaster 
chips inside the fifth- and sixth- 
floor stairwells of the Library.

professor of Spanish. A native 
Californian, Boarino remem- 
bers several quakes including 
the Tehachapi (1952) and Syl- 
mar (1971) quakes, which he de- 
scribed as “pussycats” compared 
to this one. 

There was no apparent dam- 
‘age to dorm construction, said 
Scot Humphreys, field superin- 
tendent for Walton Associated 
Construction. “No plaster fell, 


and no windows busted out, "he 
said. “This building is so struc- 
turally over-built it came 
through without any damage at 
all, muck to my surprise. Even 
the last building, which is not 
completely shear-panelled (an 
earthquake protection feature) 
held up great.” 

“We were on scaffolding on the 
bottom floor and could look up 
_and see the f frame swaying about 
6 inches-in either direction,” 
said John Lawrence, a drywaller 
on the site. : 

.“Nothing fell,” said Bob Bur- 
‘dett, who was working with 
Lawrence. “(There were) just a 
lot of people, with funny looks 
on their faces, running down the 
stairs.” 


Some time after noon, a 
strange smell was reported com- . 


ing out of one of the rooms in 
the Communications Depart- 
ment photo lab on the second 
floor of the Humanities Build- 


ing. Lab supervisor Mike Tyler 
‘said it was not known if the 
smell was coming from a drain 
in a sink or from the hot water 
pipes.

campus activities had resumed 
by noon.

Vasconcellos also lauded what 
he said he believes are the many 
advances California has made in 
higher education, making the 
state a leader in that area and 
a “prototype for the U.S. and the 
world.”. The legislator said 
California is the leader of what 
he called four “historical revolu- 
tions in our culture and across 
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the world.” 


The first of those revolutions, 
Vasconcellos said, is in technol- 
ogy. “That is here with us to stay 
and is ours to make the best of, 
not mechanically, but innova- 
tive value-wise,” he said.

AIDS Awareness Month should educate on 


October is National AIDS 
Awareness Month, so prepare to 
be inundated with information 


about acquired immune defi- 


ciency syndrome... As if we 
haven't heard enough already. 

AIDS education is very impor- 
tant in trying to.combat the dis- 
ease — especially since we have 
no known cure or vaccine. Most 
of the information we hear is not 
new, however, but simply re- 
hashed facts, statistics and ad- 
vice. ; 

By now, most of us know AIDS 
is transmitted through sexual 
contact, as well as through 
transfusions of contaminated 
blood and the sharing of 
hypodermic needles. We also 
know that the best way to pre- 
vent the spread of AIDS is to abs- 
tain from sexual contact — or at 
least stick to “safe sex” practices 
such as monogamy and the use 
of condoms. , 

- So if we already know how to 
prevent the spread of AIDS, why 
does the number of those in- 
fected with the disease continue 
to grow? Perhaps we still think 
of AIDS as something that only 
happens to other people — those 
other people being homosexuals 
and intravenous drug users. 


But researchers at Boston 
University Medical School have 
predicted that within five years, 
AIDS will become the leading 
cause of death among people 
aged 20 to 29 — and that statis- 

-tic applies to all people in that 


age group, not just homosexuals - 


and drug users. 

AIDS is probably the most 
frightening issue of the decade. 
People are scared, and although 
they may not have made tre- 
mendous changes in their life 
styles, most at least think twice 
before entering into any activity 
which might place them in 
danger of contracting the dis- 
ease. 

AIDS awareness is impor- 
tant — the disease is not going 
to go away, and we must do some- 
thing to stop it. 

We must be careful, however. 
Mass hysteria is not the an- 


swer — it only allows those with 
ulterior motives to cash.in on 
others’ fears. 

Fox News recently filmed a 
five-part series titled, “Cashing 
in on AIDS.” In the series, 14 
AIDS test centers were visited. 
Some offered free tests, some 
charged up to $120. Several, 
however, failed to follow 
guidelines for proper testing and 
prevention. The reporters found . 
that most test centers did not 
give any counseling or AIDS 
education, although experts 
have said a test without such in- 
formation could be dangerous. 

AIDS testing is one of the 
areas in which we need more in- 
formation. Some doctors have 
said the tests are not accurate — 
perhaps this is the area on 
which National AIDS Aware- 
ness Month should focus. 

Another area we should ad- 
dress is the moral questions 
raised by AIDS prevention prog- 
rams. The National Education 
Association has launched prog- 
rams to develop community con- 


‘ sensus on AIDS education. The 


grdup hopes to make decisions 
about what children should be 
taught about AIDS — and in 
what manner.

The Modern Museum of Art 

in Santa Ana opened its doors 

’ Saturday with an exhibit of 
Rubino Tamayo’s paintings. It is 
the first time the 88-year-old 
Mexican artist has exhibited his 
work in Orange County. 

Tamayo, who is often as- 
sociated with the Mexican 
mural movement, has a more 
abstract and poetic approach to 
painting than other Mexican 
painters of his generation. He 
has been compared to Pablo 
Picasso and Marc Chagall and 
is considered one of the most 
gifted contemporary artists, but 
his greatness lies not so much 
in the originality or technical 
brilliance of his art itself, but in 
the ironic and often humorous 
themes he presents with such 
simple images. ae 

Born in 1899 of Zapotec In- 
dian heritage, Tamayo was 
forced to move from his native 
Oaxaca to Mexico City when his 

. parents were killed. While liv- 
ing with an aunt, he studied at 
the Academia de Bellas Artes 
and was later appointed head of 
Ethnographic. Drawing at the 
National Museum of Archeology 

’ in Mexico City. : 

The exhibit, which includes 
works from the past six decades, 
shows Tamayo’s development 

- from a young artist painting 
traditional Mexican scenes with 
pre-Columbian influences to an 
insightful humorist twisting an- 
cient forms into a wry commen- 
tary on modern life.

Decreasing his interceptions this sea- 
son was the main objective of Cal State 
Fullerton quarterback Ronnie Barber. ". 

“Last year at this time (after four 
games), I had about six interceptions and 
two touchdown passes,” Barber said. This 
year, he has four touchdown passes and 
only one interception. 


The senior transfer from El Camino _ 


College in Torrance has been “improving 
with each game,” Titan offensive coor- 
dinator Jerry Brown said. “His intercep- 
-tions are down and that’s-something he 


needed to improve ..... You look for a. 


steady improvement, and I think he’s 
done that,” Brown said. 
Barber has thrown 89 passes, complet- 


ing 51, for 555 yards. In the last two ~ 


games, he has had four touchdown pasg- 
es, including two “perfect” throws 


throws were right where they had to be. 
Had they been a litle high or a little 
short, we wouldn't have had those 
touchdowns,” he said. 


“That’s the best game he’s had since « 


he’s been here — statisically, that is,” 
said Coach Gene Murphy. “We grade the 
quarterbacks on their decision making.” 

That decision making includes the 
number of pass plays called and how 
many times the quarterback’s decision is 
the “right one,” Murphy added. 

“Either you get the ball back on the 
next down, or you give it to the other 
team,” Murphy said. “He took sacks in 

-that game where maybe the old Ronnie 
would have thrown it (the ball) up.” 


Of the 29 pass plays run against Utah ° 


State, Murphy said Barber made 25 right 
decisions. Of the four wrong ones, he 
said, “they didn’t kill us. 

Brown said another change in Barber's 
play from last year is his poise in the

“Right after the LSU (Louisiana State) 
game, I told them, ‘We're not the kind of 
team to hang on to the ball for a long 
time,” Brown said. “I just felt something 
bad would happen.”
